Im Quandary as to Procedure, 

“I confess I am in a quandary as to 
how to proceed to complete the bridge. 
There is only one feasible and practical 
approach for the free bridge, and that is 
the so-called Reber-Associated Reta:l- 
ers approach. 

‘Ts undertake to build the northeaat 
approach, advocated by Frank Gerhart 
and others, would result in endless liti- 
gation with East St. Louis and result 
in at least eight or 10 years delay, if 
not permanent defeat.

Madrid Stunned by Canelejas’ 
‘Death—Body Lies in State, 
Business Suspended. 

’ meee wed 
‘By Associated Press. 

MADRID, Spain, Nov. 13.—The body 
of the assassinated Premier Canalejas 
lay in state from an early hour this 
morning on a catafalque which had been 
erected’ in. a temporary chapel in the 
Chamber of Deputies. The body was 
} dressed in diplomatic uniform, and be- 
neath the corners of the gray silk can- 
opy covering the bier stood a military 
guard of honor, the men with heads in- 
clined on their arms which rested on 


all their. reversed rifles. 


A vast, silent throng gathered both in 
and outside the chamber to pay their 
respects to the dead statesman. The 
population of the capital appears to be 
deeply impressed by the crime. Work 
has been almost entirely suspended and 
nearly every business house is closed, 
while most. of the houses in the resi- 
dential section are draped with mourn- 
ing decorations. 

The Liberal Cabinet will continue to 
hold office,:under the temporary presi- 
dency of Foreign Minister Marquis Man- 
vel Garcia Prieto, at least until the sig- 
fnature of the Moroccan treaty with 


France, which should have been com- 


pleted today. Premier Poincare of 
France, however, telegraphed this morn- 
ing to the Spanish Government to defer 
the matter until a more convenient date. 
Assassin Distinguished. Looking. 

The assassin, Manuel Pardinas, is 
a man of distinguished appearance: 
He has regular features, is smooth 
shaven and has luminoug eyes. When 
arrested he had several manuscripts 
in his pocket. One in cipher. was 
ingeribed on the outer sheet “The 
internal conflagration,” Another was 
a thesis on “The anatomy of the hu- 
man stomach.” He also carried sev- 
eral. of .Flammarion's astronomical 
books and the photograph of a wonr- 
an on which was written.“To my 
unforgettable Manuel.” 

The recent movements of Pardinas 
are known in oytline to the Spanish 
police. He was expelled from Buenos 
Ayres last March on account of his 
participation in anarchistic agita- 
tions, He returned to Spain and 
stayed for a few days in Madrid, 
whence he traveled to Paris, London, 
Biarritz, Bordeaux and Marseilles. 
and then again to Paris, which city 
he Jeft ten days ago for Madrid. 

Madrid Police Notified. 
The Paris police notified. the au- 
thorities in Madrid of Pardina’s de-: 
perturé and informed them of an ar- 
ticle he had written against King 
Alfonso for an anarchist paper pub- 
lished in Paris. The Madrid police, 
however, did not know that Par- 
dinas had arrived in the Spanish cap- 
ital, nor heve they learned anything 
of his doings here before the crime. 
After shooting the Premier, the 
aseassin shot himself and, it was 
repurted, had died of his wounds. 
This was not dented by the Madrid 
police until many hours after the 


murder. Pardinas, it is now believed, 
will recover. 
Premier Had Warniog. . 


An intimate friend of Premier Cana- 
lejas relates that at a political juncheon 
Oct. 18 the Premier, referring to at- 
tempts on the lives of statesmen, said: 
“I know that I am condemned to 
death, because I possess most positive 
information that two anarchists have 
taken an oath to kill me.. I know further 
that the man who will kill me is a man 
who has been banished from Buenos 
Aires, and that he went from there fo 
Paris, Valencia and Biarritz, where the 
police lost trace of him.”

Judge Marshall. said that dairymen 
were not opposed to strict regulations, 
but that they considered the bill unreas- 
able, impracticable and unconstitution- 
al. He held that the inspection of herds 
for tuberculosis by State and Federal 
authorities was sufficient and that the 
Board of Health would go beyond its 
powers in making such tests, 

He said that many dealers would be 
forced to cease business if the-~erdi* 
nance was passed and that it would re- 
sult in a serious shortage of the supply 
for St. Louis. 

William lL. Bohnenkamp, representing 
the North St. Louis Dairymen’s Asso- 
gation and the St. Louis Dairy Associe- 
tion, said that’ several Illinois dealers 
had become frightened by the prospect 
of the passage of the bill and had al- 
ready stopped sending milk to St. Louis: 

Provisions of the Bill. 


are for an inspection of dairies, the 
registration of all milk dealers and that 
milk which does not meet new stand- 
ards set by the bill shall be seized and 
destroyed. 

Among those who spoke in favor of 
the passage of the measure were W. S. 
Bedal, attorney for the Civic League; 
Dr. G. A. Jordan, Assistant Health 
Commissioner, and Thomas A. Buck- 
land, City Chemist. 


Missouri to Imspect Milk Shipped 
From Hlinois. 

Even though no germs may lurk in St. 
Louis milk, can formaldehyde? 

Dr. Wiliam P. Cutler, State Food In- 
spector, fears that it can, and has sent 
two deputies to Illinois to see about it. 

They will try to learn what some IIli- 
nois dairymen mean by putting water in 
the milk they send into St. Louis. This 
city has plenty of good water of tts 
own, and it would save the people of St. 
Louis bridge ‘tolls to delay the watering 
process until the milk gets here. Also, 
it would show more respect for the na- 
tional pure food law, which governs in- 
terstate milk shipments. 

Dr. Cutler’s men began Tuesday, to- 
g¢ther with Illinois inspectors, a tour of 
inspection of the Southern Illinois towns 
which supply milk to St. Louis. Of the 
160,000 gallons of milk consumed in St. 
Louis dally, it is estimated that 90 per 
cent comes from Southern Illinois, other- 
wise known as “Egypt.” 

The joint tour of inspection resulted 
from a conference between Dr. Cutler 
and John Newman, Deputy State Food 
Commissioner of TIllinois, who ig in 
charge of dairy inspection in that State. 

Samples of milk will be taken at all 
the towns from which it is regularly 
shipped to St. Louls. Wherever water 
or formaldehyde is found, the shipper 
will be dealt with by the Ilinoils au- 
thorities and those of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

St. Louis ig in no danger of germs 
from Illinois milk, Dr. Cutler declares. 
All the importers of Illinois milk are re- 
quired to Pasteurize it, by subjecting it 


done by a steam process, and does not 
affect the taste or keeping qualities of 
the milk, but it improves the germs by 
killing them. 

The inquiry in M[linois. will continue 
two weeks. Most of the work will be 
done before sunrise,;-as 6 a. m. is about 
as late as shipments can‘ bé eggnpled.

U.S.A TO GET 
RIAL (S SOUGHT 


St. Louis PHinds of American 
Prisoner. in Honduras Will 
Ask for Action. . 


a 


St. Louis friends of Courtlandt B. 
Van Sickler, who is imprisoned , in 


Truxillo, Honduras, on a murder 
charge, fear that he is not assured 
of a fair trial, and will ask the State 
Department at Washington to make 
further efforts to aid him. 

Van Sickler is a son of Mrs. Louisa 
Van Sickler of 1916'Von Versen ave- 
nue and a nephew of Mrs. George 
H. Augustine, wife of a wholesale 
dry goods merchant. He is a veteran 
of the Spanish and. Philippine wars. 
He has been a prisoner in Truxillo 
since he. shot and killed F. P. Shaw, 
an American,-at a fruit plantation 
in the Black River district, June 4 
last. 

Two months ago the Post-Dispatch 
published Van Sickler’s account of 
the killing, which he said was com- 
mitted In self defense after Shaw had 
reviled Mrs.,Van Sickler and had 
started ta attack him. It also pub- 
lished his complaint that he was 
without a cot to sleep on and that 
he was kept heavily chained. 

Inquiry Into the Case. 

The publication of these facts, to which 
the attention of the State Department 
was thereupon called by Senators Stone 
and Reed, caused an Inquiry by depart- 
ment officials. Through their efforts, 
more comfortable and humane conditions 
were provided for him in jail. 

In recent lettérs which have been re- 
ceived in St. Louis, Van Sickler ex- 
presses the fear that he will not be fair- 
ly treated by the Honduran courts. His 
trial, which has already taken place, 
was merely an informal hearing of testi- 
mony such as might be taken, in this 
country,@at a.Coroner’s inquest. ‘Wit- 
nesses by whom Van Sickler sought to 
establish his plea of self-defense were 
excluded, and under’ the Honduran law 
{they cannot later be heard in the review- 
ing of the case before the higher court. 

Fears Action of Court. 

He says the American Consul at Céiba, 
whose name is Clum, has befriended 
him. “But;’’ he: writes, “this Judge ie 
surely going to convict me, unless the 
United States Government stepsAin an‘ 
takes’ a hand.’’ 

“The case must go to the higher 
court,” he'says in another letter, “and 
there I hope for justice. But I under- 
stand that no additional evidence can 
be submitted to the higher court. They 
merely review the evidence as submitt24 
by this Judge, and decide whether his 
decision is just.”

Be it day air or night air, 
warm or cold, damp or dry, a draught 
is an unmitigated blessing~unmitigated 
by window board or other makeshift de- 
signed to render the draught crooked. 
The best way to take a draught is to 
take it straight and cold—and keep your 
shirt on or.leave it off, as plain common 
sense and comfort dictate. There is one 
species of draughts, however, which 
everybody should sidestep, and that is 
the dusty draught. 

There, I have given away a medical 
secret. You will suspect at once that 
the crux of the problem lies in the

dusty draft, and you are at least 99.44 
per cent right. Altogether there is n° 
evil in sanitation quite so terrible as 
the dusty draft. From Coryza (ordinary 
so-called ‘“‘cold jn the head’’) to con- 
sumption, all the diseases of the respir- 
atory system are largely conveyed by 
floating dust. 

Coryza germs have no wings, at all, 
but they get ‘there just the same, as 
the universality of the “‘ccommon cold’ 
proves.

~Perchance mother, father, sister or 
Aunt Jane may catch some of these 
floating baths on the fly and promptly 
come down with a nasty “‘cold’’—due to 
“the change of weather,”” you under- 
stand! But.for the most part the drop-

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Nobody ever caught cold from clean air out of doors.

nuisance of the so-called ‘‘common 
cold?” Are we doomed to snuffle and 
sneeze our way through life without 
help from medical science? Well, that 
depends on your own behavior. Do you 
Stand with grandma or with science on 
this catching cold question? In other 
words, haw old are you? Have you 
passed the age when the mind sets'like 
plaster of paris and is no longer sus- 
ceptible of impressions? No? Then we 
can prevent “‘colds.”’ 

The universal indoor plague—the 
common ‘“cold”—is purely and simply 
a penalty of nature inflicted on 
house dwellers as a punishment for 
the universal outdoor phobia, or fear 
of weather. Two laws of modern hy- 
giene compass prevention in a nut- 
shell: 

First, nobody ever fae ae cold out 
of doors from clean air. Weather be 
damned (it is, isn’t it?)—you can’t 
catch “cold” without the germ. Night 
air, damp air, draughts, wet feet, 
exposure, all have nothing whatever 
to do with it; if they did we should 
all have “colds” all the time. 

Second, all cases of coryza, bron- 
chitis, pneumonia and consumption, 
not to mention other respiratory in- 
fections, are acquired and spread by 
infection, direct or indirect. Droplet 
infection is the usual direct method; 
dust infection via dirty draughts 1 is 
the usual indirect method, 

All kinds of micro-organisms, espe- 
eially those which cause respiratory 
infections, are notoriously non-resist- 
ant to cold air. They crave a warm,

unoxygenated atmosphere and a dark, 
dusty room with not too many cold 
draughts. They are pre-eminently do- 
mestic in their habits. And when you 
get away from the civilized com- 
nunbty—away from the house—there 
are no “cold” germs to bother you.

ungs in. its predatory activities.

“Later Meeting’? Will Determine 
Whether Class Limit Shall 
Be Chopped. 





MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 13.—Anx- 
iety to keep peace in the baseball world 
delayed action on the proposed class 
salary limit question at today’s meet- 
ing of the National Association. After 
a@ report from a committee recommend- 
ing that each class determine, by a cau- 
cus of the leagues composing it, a limit 
of such proportions that it would not 
restrict the quality of sport furnished 
patrons, discussion of the question 
was put over until. a later meeting. 

President Sexton, as well as other 
leaders, thought more time for consid- 
eration is needed before trying to*take 
a definite step in the matter. The im- 
portance of setting figures that will not 
prove undesirable to the Class AA and 
A magnates, and the fact that the Na- 
tional Commission agreement requires 
the adoption of the limit, makes the 
question a delicate one for the basebal! 
diplomats. 

The report of M. E. Justin and R. 
W. Reed as ‘a committee to recommend 
salary limit legislation, read in part as 
follows: 

“The number of players each club, 
regardless of its classification, may car- 
ry, already is fixed by the National 
Commission and these restrictions are 
believed to be satisfactory. It is un- 
derstood that: no rule will prohibit a 
club from employing less than the 
number of players or of paying a total 
of salaries less than the Mmit that shall 
be fixed for that class by this asso- 
clation. 

Maximum Salary Unsettied, 

“There is another important question 
which probably can be settled best by 
the leagues of -each Class in separate 
caucus. It is the amount that shall be 
set as a maximum for an individual 
player. 

“Enforcement of whatever limits are cet 
is of paramount importance, Failure to 
abide by the rule means wreckage either 
from Jack of finances or at the hands of 
the association, which is pledged to with- 
draw protection from clubs transgressing 
the rules. 

“It is recommended that a system be 
devised whereby each club president shapl 
tender to the president of his league three 
days after his semi- -monthly payday, a sworn 
statement of the amount distributed to 
players in salarieq during that period. A 
league president. doubting the statement, 
should report it to the commission. and the 
burden of proof should lie upon the club. 

“It igs recommended and urged that the 
presént system of requiring affidavits..from 
pDiayers and club presidents as to the cor- 
rectness of salary figures submitted be con- 
tinued and strict penalties be attached to in- 
fractions of the rule. 

““Finally—and this is of more importance 


than any other tBing—it is urged that all 


executive officers of the leagues and clubs 
affiliated with thp National Association av- 
ply to the matter of salary limit enforce- 
ment the same honest and straightforward 
methods that are followed in other business 
pursuits.’’
